KODAK FIRM EXPLOSION 


Side of Wall Ripped Out at 
Eastman Plant; 800 
March to Safety.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 11.— 
An explosion shortly after 11 a. m. 
today ripped out the west wall of 
the four-story roll-coating building 
in the center of the Kodak Park 
plant of the Eastman Kodak Co., 
killing two workmen and seriously 
injuring 14 others, six of them per- 
haps fatally.

BANKS CARRY HIGH GRADE 
BONDS AT FULL VALUE 


Comptroller of Currency Says His 
Office Permits Practice to 
Protect Public. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—John 
W. Pole, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, said today that his office for 
a year had permitted national 
banks to retain Government, State, 
municipal and high grade commer- 
cial bonds in their assets at full 
value rather than writing off de- 
preciation due to market fluctua- 
tions. 

This, the Comptroller said, not 
only protected the banks but pro- 
tected the public. The commercial 
bonds that were permitted § the 
preferential treatment, he added, 
were those listed in the first four 
brackets by statistical corporations. 

The Comptroller said that his 
office took the view that in high 
grade bonds jintrinsic value was 
not impaired by market fluctua- 
tions and the banks were entitled 
to include them in their assets at 
full value. In the speculative or 
inferior bonds he _ said his office 
was asking a reduction in their 
value for depreciation but was per- 
mitting it to be wriiten off over a 
period of time. 


ENGLAND ABANDONS ACTIVE 
AIRSHIP PLANS TO ECONOMIZE 


R-100 to Be Disposed Of; Station 
on “Care and Maintenance” 
Basis. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 11.—Great Brit- 
ain’s active airship program will 
be abandoned in the interest of 
national economy, Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald told the House 
of Commons today. 

The dirigible R-100, sister ship 
of the tragic R-101, will be dis- 
posed of to help effect a saving of 

22,500,000 in the national defense 
program. 

The Cardington airship station 
will be placed on a basis of “care 
and maintenance.” Masts and other 
paraphernalia which have been 
built in various parts of the world 
to facilitate airship flights will be 
reduced to the same status. A ataff 
will be maintained only to watch 
over the properties. 

Thus the Government's reduced 
plans will cost only $100,000, sav- 
ing $550,000 annually.

SOVIET FINDS NEW RICH ORE 
IN MAGNET MOUNTAIN WORK 


Upper Layer Formerly Considered 
Worthless ae Yields Wealth; Steel 
Piant Being Built.

MAGNITOGORSK, U. 8. 8. R.. 
Sept. 11—New explorations of 
Magnet Mountain, where the Mag- 
nitogorsky steel plant is now un- 
der construction, hdve disclosed 
wealth not previously discovered. 
The upper layer of soil, formerly 
considered worthless, has been 
shown to be ore with properties 
unlike lower layers. 
This mountain is estimated by 
Soviet officials to contain ore de- 
posits aggregating 300,000,000 tons 
with 60 per cent tron. On the 
slope of the mountain there is a 
layer of ore from 120 to 210 feet 
thick. At the foot of the moun- 
tain the ote deposits are horizontal 
and intersected by layers of mar- 
ble, limestone and granite.

400 DEATHS 

REPORTEDIN 
CARIBBEAN 
HURRICANE 


Belize, Capital of British 
. Honduras, Is Devastated 
by Storm and Several 
Hundred Persons Are In- 
jured.

STATIONED THERE 


Another Storm Hits Porto 
Rico, Killing Two and 
Causing Considerable 
Damage and Later Strikes 
Dominican Republic.

MIAMI, Flia., Sept. 11. Esti- 
mates of the number of dead from 
the hurricane that devastated Be- 
lize, British Honduras, were raised 
from 200 to 400 in radio messages 
received here by Pan-American 
Airways late today. 

The message said the number of 
injured, already placed at several 
hundred was estimated to have in- 


creased “in proportion to the num- 
ber dead.” 

Eight American Catholic priests 
were said to have been killed, and 
one was reported missing. 

The message gave for the first 
time the hour when the storm 
struck the capital city. It said the 
first full blow was felt at 2:30 p. 
m. yesterday, continuing until 3:3 
p. m., with a 30-minute lull, when 
the center of the hurricane passed 
over the city. A maximum wind 
of 110 miles an hour marked the 
hurricane, the message said. 

The last weather report from Be- 
lize was at 3 p. m., yesterday when 
a 47-mile wind was reported. 

Belize, the capital and chief sea- 
port of British Honduras, has an 
estimated population GF: 22.< 
600. It is on swampy land near 
the mouth of the Belize River, 
which divides the town. Its houses 
are chiefly of wood and are built 
on piles. It is an important export 
center for mahogany and other fine 
wood and bananas. 

Belize is noted for cleanliness, 
The climate is healthful. 


Plane Carrying Relief. 

The pilot of a Pan-American 
plane at San Salvador was ordered 
to pick up all available medical 
and other supplies and carry them 
to Belize. The plane was due at 
Belize at noon. 

The regular Pan-American plane 
through Belize outran the storm, 
Pan-American Operations Manager 
Dunten said. 

Pan-American’s information was 
sent on regular radio sets, quickly 
repaired during the night after be- 
ing blown out of commission as the 
storm passed over ‘‘1e city. 

The Government radio _ station 
was reported still out of commis- 
sion at 10 o'clock today. 

The hurricane approached the 
capital yesterday afternoon, gathcr- 
ing force quickly as it neared the 
city, which is largely built of frame 
structures on flat ground that edges 
the usually placid waters of the 
Gulf of Honduras. 

The storm first was reported 
southeast of Jamaica Monday night, 
Weather Bureau reports classifying 
it as of moderate intensity. As it 
progressed almost due westward, 
however, it gained force.

TIGHTER BOYCOTT 
IF BRITAIN DOESN’T 
YIELD, SAYS GANDHI 


Continued From Page One. 


I want breathing time or I can't 
do justice to your questions.” 


Appearance Surprises French, 
As Gandhi walked down the 
gangplank in his scant loin cloth, 
with Miss Madeline Slade, his dis- 
ciple, at his heels, his lack of attire 
was a surprise to the French peo- 
ple, who seemed to feel even 
a saint should wear more clothing. 
His appearance was made even 
more grotesque by a nondescript 
collection of pots, pans and a spin- 
ning wheel dangling at his side. 
He submitted gracefuly to a vol- 
ley of questions from French jour- 
nalists; who had difficulty in un- 
derstanding his quaint Biblical En- 
glish, enunciated in a lisping voice. 
He looked a bit haggard and 
anxious, for he had lain awake all 
night in anticipation of the great 
Al- 


more sleep aboard ship than in In- 
dia, he added only two ounces to 
his 93 pounds. 

Throughout the voyage from In- 
dia, he pursued the same austere 
Nfe as at home, ignoring the deck 
sports, dancing, card playing and 
drinking going on around him. He 
slept day and night on the deck as 
peacefully as a child. 

“4 Poor Mendicant.”’ 

When asked by a French customs 
inspector whether he had anything 
to declare, Gandhi answered: 

“I am a poor mendicant.§ All 
my earthly possczsions consist of 
these spinning wheels, some dishes, 
a can of goat’s milk, six homespun 
loincloths, a towel and my reputa- 
tion, whic can’t be worth much.” 

‘Have you any cigarettes, cigars, 
alcohol, firearnts or narcotics?” was 
the next question. 

“Oh, no, I neither smoke nor 
drink,’” he replied, ‘‘besides, being 
an advocate of non-violence I never 
carry firearms.” 

Next came the 
Pundit Malaviya, whose baggage 
consisted largely of s.cred mud 
and water from the River Ganges 
—all exempt from duty. 

As Gandhi was ushered to the 
special train to Paris by an English 
General sent .by Prime _ Minister 
MacDonald, a British 
asked him if he would not be 
ashamed to go about the streets 
of London and into the presence of 
King George in a loincloth. 

‘Well, in England you wear plus 
fours while I prefer to wear minus 
fours,"’ Gandhi replied. 

Monday His silence Day. 

Unless the British Government 
changes the date for the meeting of 
the Kederal Structures Committee, 
which is set for next Monday at 
London, Gandhi will sit through the 
session, listening but not speaking. 

The reason is that Monday is 
Gandhi’s day of silence and he in- 
tends to observe it. 

On Tuesday he will present his 
views. During the sittings of the 
round table conference on Indian 
affairs he will speak extemporane- 
ously. 

“I have no prepared plan,” he 
said. ‘‘No speeches, no arguments 
and no programs for my stay in En- 
gland. I shall do everything on the 
spur of the moment, depending up- 
on my inner voice, which means 
that God will inspire and guide 
me.” 

Gandhi and Shaukat Ali, with 
the Begum of Bhopal as mediator 
yesterday, reached a basis of un- 
derstanding on the Hindu-Moslem 
communal problem along the lines 
of the Congress formula calling for 
joint Hindu-Mosiem electorates.

Sydney E. Mezes, president emir- 
itus of the University of Texas, 
died at Pasadena, Cal., dast night, 
friends here were informed today.

At the 
close of the World War he went to 
Paris as a member of President 
Wilson's party and during the 
peace conference was in charge of 
research work.

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DRY BUREAU PLANS 


Levy to Be Made Against Those 
Who Escape Punishment 
Under Criminal Law. 


By the Associated Press, , 
WASHINGTON, sept. 11.—The 


Fedcral Frohibition Bureau has 
made new plans for punishing—by 
heavy taxation—some of the dry 
law violators who escape fines or 
imprisonment under the criminal 
law. 

It was learned on high authority 
today that Director Woodcock, de- 
| termined to use all legal weapons 


,againrt Voustead law breakers, 
has issued orders for civil actions 
against certain speakeasy opera- 
tors and bootleggers. 

| Under these orders no effort will 
be made to collect civil fines or 
penalties from violators against 
whom criminal proceedings are 
contemplated. Nor will such ac- 
tions be brought against those ac- 
quitted in the courts. 

However, such efforts will be 
made where criminal cases termi- 
nate inconclusively, or where Unit- 
ed States attorneys decide criminal 
prosecution should not be _ inati- 
tuted. 

Possible taxes and penalties 
might range into six figures. Under 
the revenue act of 1926, for exam- 
ple, a tax of $1.10 a gallon is im- 
posed on spirits for non-béeverage 
purposes. If converted to beverage 
use, however, the tax jumps to 
$5.30. Thus the Megal diversion of 
less than 20,000 gallons of alcohol 


would raise the tax to more than 
$100,000. 
Other penaltics range from a 


few dollars to a possible tax of 
$2000 for dealing in liquor con- 
trary to the laws of a state and to 
a $1000 tax under the prohibition 
law for manufacturing intoxicat- 
ing liquor. 

Although the imposition of civil 
taxes and penalties upon dry law 
Violators has been practiced since 
the advent of prohibition, telegra- 
phic orders to withhold all such 
action were issued early this year. 

These orders were based on a 
decision by the United States Su- 
preme Court which said, in effect, 
that a civil action to recover taxes 
is barred by a prior criminal con- 
| Viction of the defendant for the 
same liquor transaction. 


WEEKLY BARGE LINE COAL 
SERVICE TO ST. PAUL BEGUN 


Carriers Equipped to Handle Iron 
Ore Which Is Expected South- 
bound Cargo, 

Barges built to handle coal and 
iron ore on the Upper Mississippi, 
as authorized by a war-time emer- 
gency measure, and since used for 
grain and general commodities, 
were serving their original pur- 
pose in a new weekly coal service 
to St. Paul, Major-General T. Q. 
Ashburn announced yesterday at 
Washington. 

The service has potential import- 
ance in cheap transportation of coal 
from fields near St. Louls to the 
North and iron ore from Northe 
ern mines to furnaces of this see- 
tion, gays W. K. Kavanaugh, whose 
coal tipple at East St. Leuis is used 
for loading the barges. 

Kavanaugh said that a barge was 
| loaded with Saline County (IIL) 
coal last week and another this 
| week by a Chicago firm. Gen. Ash- 
burn, head of the Inland Watere 
ways Corporation, which operates 
the Federal barge lines, said that 
809 to 1900 tons would be moved 
northward weekly, with iron ore 
for southbound cargo when joint 
rail-water rates could be arranged 
at junction points.

A large diamond ring worn by 
Wincel Urban, gangster, when he 
Was arrested Aug. 3 for question- 
ing in the million-dollar Grand Na- 
tional Bank robbery of May 25, 
1930, fs the object of investigation 
ly police. 

Urban was identified by a wit- 
ness, whose name was withheld, as 
a man he had seen in the alley 
pehind the bank with two hand- 
bags on the day of the robbery. 
On the strength of that statement 
Urban was charged in an infor- 
mation with robbery with a deadly 
weapon in the Grand Bank case 
and was released on $25,000 bond. 

In the interim his ring, held by 
police, took on weight as a pos- 
sible item of evidence when Car- 
man Smith, teller at the Grand 
National, told police the stone was 
identical with that in a ring stolen 
from his safe deposit box by the 
robbers. The stone, of 330 points, 
and slightly yellowish, is valued by | 
Smith at $2500. 


Traced. 

Smith added, however, that while 
the stone might be his property, 
the setting was not. HK was of en- 
tirely different type from his own 
ring. A jeweler who had _ seen 
Smith’s ring also told the police he 
was morally certain the stone in 
Urban’s posession was Smith's. He 
declared he thought there was not 
another stone exactly like it in the 
United States. 

Urban declared he had owned 
the ring for more than two years, 
but the police were not satisfied 
with his statement. Tracing the | 
setting they found that it was a 
patented type used by a firm with 
offices in the Victoria Building. 

Going to the firm for further 
information, they learned that the | 
ring had not been put on the mar- |} 
ket until the latter part of May 
or the early part of June, 1930. 
The jewelry company officials’ 
could not determine the date to! 
They declared the set- 
ting could not be bought prior to 
its entry on the market. The date | 
of the Grand Bank robbery, May 
25, 1930, corresponds roughly with | 
the time the setting was first mar-| 
keted.

tary gold stock in the United 
States during the week ending 


Sept. 9 reached $5,000,000,000 for 
the first time in history. 


The Federal Reserve Board in a 
statement last night said that the 
gold stock at the close of busi- 
ness Tuesday was $5,090,000,000, 
an increase of $2,000,000 over last 
week. In a year the gold stock 
has increased $497,000,C00, due in 
part, officials have said, to foreign 
owners of gold sending it to the 


United States as a place where it 
could be deposited with security. 
Money in circulation in the 
United States totaled $5,092,000,- 
000, an increase of $57,000,000 in 
one week and $€28,000,000 in the 
last year. This increase has been 
attributed almost entirely to hoard- 
ing by persons throughout the 
country who fear to put their cash 
in banks. The actual business de- 
mand for money, it was said, is 
not greater now than it was a 
year ago and the hoarding of 
money was the only cause that 
could be assigned for the increase.

MEXICO ENTERS THE LEAGUE. 

After a decade of aloofness, Mexico is joining the 
League of Nations. She is, moreover, to take one of 
the temporary places on the council, succeeding 
Guatemala. 

Mexico was not originally invited to join the 
League because she had offended the Wilson admin- 
istration. She appeared during the World War in 
the unenviable position of being more sympathetic 
with the Central Powers than she was with the Allied 
‘nations, and when the League of Nations was or- 
' ganized she was left out. There were respects in 
which the League offered Mexico great political ad- 
vantages. Always resentful of the interpretation 
which we put upon the Monroe Doctrine, Mexico had 
in the League an opportunity to live out in the world 
and enjoy the rights of its forum rather than to 
dwell in the shadow of Uncle Sam. Her failure to 
join the League later can be ascribed only to her 
complete engrossment with domestic affairs after the 
revolution. It was not until Mr. Morrow went to 
Mexico and brought about amity between that coun- 
try and the United States that Mexico emerged from 
seclusion and resumed her rightful place among na- 
tions. 

It is too much to hope that the example of Mex- 
ico will affect jhe situation in the United States. 
The United States has not yet consented to join 
even the World Court. As for the League of Na- 
tions, it is perhaps as little disposed to become a 
member of that body now as it was when the 
league was formed. It is an historic anomaly that

THE BOOKMAKING PROBLEM. 

Except for its possible value as harassment, the 
police campaign against bookmakers as vagrants 
proved fruitless. Judge Foster yesterday dismissed 
99 cases, ruling that the informations charging the 
bookmakers with vagrancy were technically defec- 
tive. Judge Blaine, in taking similar action, said 
no evidence was submitted that the defendants were 
vagrants, adding that he believed the vagrancy law 
was not intended for the construction placed upon 
it in these cases. 

What to do about bookmakers is one that the Po- 
lice Department has puzzled over for years. Last 
May, in what was regarded as an important test 
proceeding, Ben Fitter, owner of a racing handbook 
establishment, was tried as custodian of a bet. It 
was testified that Clark H. Gahen, a probationary 
patrolman, placed a dollar bet with Fitter and gave 
him a marked bill, which was later found in Fit- 
ter's possession. Fitter offered no defense. The 
jury disagreed and was discharged. 

Under the law then in force, the charge against 
Fitter was a felony.

Be- 
fore 1914 we were still a net debtor on international 
account, and our banking houses had participated in 
few foreign loans. The situation today is in striking | 
contrast. Although foreigners still have extensive in- ' 
vestments here, these are small compared with the 
empire of the dollar abroad. 


A recent estimate by Dr. Max Winkler fixes the 


total of our private investment abroad—this does not 
include the war debts—at over $17,000,000,000. 
Much of this, it is true, is represented by direct in- 
vestment of American concerns in mines, planta- 
tions, and branch factories, but aside from this our 
loans to foreign Governments and corporations are 
around $10,000,000,000. This is a sum well in ex- 
cess of the total war debts owed the United States. 
The whole question of the future of. these loans and 
their repayment, and of further foreign lending, is 
an economic problem of major importance. 

Looked at in one way these loans are far differ- 
ent from the war debts. They were voluntarily made 
to foreign Governments and corporations by private 
citizens. They are like the war debts, however. in 


| 
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that if they are not canceled or repudiated, they 
can eventually be paid only by the import of com- 
modities, or by invisible imports such as foreign 
travel by Americans or use of foreign steamship 
lines by our shippers. The part that these loans have 
played in making possible large American exports in 
recent years is generally recognized, yet in the en- 
thusiasm over large export figures it is easy to forget 
that the real benefit that a nation gets from exports 
is the receipt of something in return. If these ex- 
ports are given away and nothing ts received it may 
seem a fine thimg to certain farmers or manufac- 
turers, but what of the American investor who paid 
for the party? If these loans are not: repudiated, 
eventually our imports must increase greatly rela- 
tive to exports. 

During the past year there has been a sharp de- 
cline in the volume of our foreign financing, with 
loans to a number of countries stopping altogether. 


It is frequently said that a revival of foreign lending 
would be desirable not only to stimulate our exports, 
but also to help countries which are now in finan- 
cial difficulties. Within limits this is true, but when 
several countries which have borrowed in recent 
years are in default, and others on the verge of de- 
fault, it is not surprising that bankers and investors 
are holding off on foreign investment. Somewhat 
wiser from recent experiences, the American dollar 
will undoubtedly seek foreign fields once more when 
investments give promise of safety. But we must not 
forget that if we are eventually to welcome the dol- 
lar home again, it must be largely in the form of 
imports. This calls for a liberal tariff policy con

Chancellor Bruening of Germany 


Virtual dictator of Germany, recently risen to world prominence, represents a rare 
synthesis of thought and action; youth and early manhood spent in intensive 
study; war service revealed his dynamic side; assumed dictatorial powers against 
his will; enjoys profound confidence of President Hindenburg.

HEN DEAN KAAS was elected chair- 
man of the Centre Party in Cologne in 
December, 1929, he accepted the post 
on condition that Dr. Bruening be made his 
assistant. “I have systematically pushed 
him forward into the front rank,” said the 
dean, “because I see in him a synthesis of 
thought and action, the equal ef which has 
perhaps not existed in any statesman since 
the time of the ancient Greeks.”” The dean 
was right. This synthesis is certainly rare 
in Germany. Yet Dr. Bruening displays an- 
other quality that is no less important in 
Statesmanship than thought and action. A 
few years ago he wrote: “Bélief in the hon- 
esty of the statesman and of the individual 
politician will be achieved and will endure 
only if the conviction is present that the 
man in question is able at all times to re- 
nounce and sacrifice himself to the limit in 
the interests of the community.” 
Knowledge, ability and willingness to in- 
dulge in self-sacrifice represent a unique 
combination of qualities at a time when 
democracy is being gravely threatened by 
party strife. But even these three qualities 
arise from a still deeper one, an ethical 
foundation of profound religiousness. Thus 
a phenomenon has arisen that has quite 
amazed most present-day Germans and will 
amaze them still more before they are able 
to understand its significance. Dr. Bruen- 
ing has done nothing to interpret his per- 
sonality to the German people. He quite 
lacks the feeling that he should interpret 
himself. Obviously a man of his type is 
incapable of advertising his own wares. 
What he does is done so naturally that he 
would not even think of talking about it. 
* * * 


The 46-year-old Chancellor is a tall, slen- 
der man with the oval, smooth, pale head 
of a scholar. It has often been remarked 
how well he would look in a cardinal’s 
robes. The eyes behind his glasses are 
peaceful and remarkably keen and have 
read a tremendous amount. His speech {s 
fine and measured and no less detached 
than his eyes. His lips are thin and con- 
trolled. A gentle, good-natured smile that 
serves as an introduction to his charming 
and tactful conversation removes the first 
impression of coolness that he makes on 
those who meet him. A cigar causes him to 
appear even more peaceful, and all this is 
done without any pose. without a trace of 
that kind of ministerial in breeding that we 
have sometimes encountered in other quar- 
ters. The man himself is as clean-cut and 
correct as his clothes, and on meeting him 
we soon find ourselves immersed in conver- 
sation. Gradually we gain the impression 
that the Chancellor is a fascinating char- 
acter because his convictions appear to be 
the result of serious and honest intellectual 
struggles. 

As & young man, Bruening began to study 
law in Munich, then turned to politica) 
science in Strasbourg, Munster, and Bonn, 
His interests extended to social problema, 
philosophy, history and German topics, 
Seven years passed before he todk his first 
examination, and by this time his work was 
not ye: done, for he wanted to become a 
professor and have no teacher over him, He 
therefore continued studying cconomics and 
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many general subjects connected with it. 
Then came a stay in France, followed by a 
visit to his brother in England, where he 
pursued his studies further. England and 
its wise statesmanship held his interest for 
a long time. It was there that he hit upon 
the theme of his doctoral dissertation, 
which discussed railways “‘with a view to 
the question of nationalization.” Bruening 
was almost 30 when he finally achieved his 
dectorate, and it looked at that time as if 
he would remain a scholar. The eternal 
student always devotes himself to acquiring 
knowledge and his destiny generally pre- 
vents him from taking part in any practical 
activity. 


If Heinrich Bruening had not been such 
a narrow-chested candidate for a professor- 
ship, the outbreak of the war would have 
prevented him from getting his doctor's de- 
gree. But the army had no use for this 
young man, who promptly offered himself 
for military service. In 1915, however, he 
was accepted, though a relation had’ of- 
fered to undertake his military duty for 
him. We cannot guess what would have 
happened to young Bruening if he had not 
gone to war, but it is certain that a part of 
his clmracter that had remained compara- 
tively undeveloped during his eternal stu- 
dies—that is to say, his practical ability, 
his will to succeed, or whatever one wants 
to call it—received a tremendous impetus 
from the war and grew to unsuspected 
power. 

Since 1924 Dr. Bruening has worked in- 
side the Centre Party. He went forward 
carefully, cautiously, and with a steady eye 
on fundamentals. After four years he rep- 
resented his present electoral district in 
Silesia. In the Reichstag his political rise 
proceeded still more rapidly. He attacked 
problems of state with-all his immense en- 
ergies and presently found himself the fore- 
most financial expert in the Centre Party. 
In 1927 his influence had not yet become 
strong enough to block the unhappy salary- 
reform bill from which we are still suffer- 
ing. But he keenly opposed this premature 
rise in pay, just as he had opposed the sta- 
bilization of the reichsmark at the pre-war 
level because he thought that the valuation 
was dangerously high. When higher sal- 
aries were voted he refused to accept more 
pay himself. 

Again, Dr. Bruening decisively warned 
the German Government to seek revision of 
the Dawes plan before the finances of the 
Reich broke down completely. When the 
Young plan was proposed he protested 
against it because, as the experts them- 
selves admitted, it was created as a political 
measure and therefore involved a new kind 
of dictatorship. In March, 1930, in the 
Reichstag, Dr. Bruening urged strengthen- 
ing domestic markets and agriculture by re- 
forming the banks as soon as the funda- 


mentals of a better revisionist policy had 
been laid. 


Soon after this Hindenburg made him 
Chancellor, Dr. Bruening did not force his 
way; indeed, the President had to appeal 
to his soldierly sense of dut-. Hindenburg 
esteems this man because he does hig duty

SUBWAY TO REPLACE 
~ULYEAR OLD BROGE 


New East St. Louis Connection 
to Eads Bridge to Be 
Constructed. 


The Broadway viaduct, which 
for 44 years has been the only 
highway link between the ‘“‘main- 


land’ ’of East St. Louis and Eads 
Bridge, will be razed soon and re- 
placed by a modern concrete sub- 
way as part of the Terminal Rail- 
way Association’s Union Station 
plan for the East Side. 

The viaduct extends a city block 
across railroad tracks and Ca- 
hokia’ Creek, which separates the 
downtown section of East St. Louis 
from the “Island,” a section of land 
lying between the creek and the 
river. 

During the course of construc- 
tion, expected to last more than 
six months, a detour through Mis- 
souri avenue and John street will 
be used by automobiles and street 
cars. The subway, according to 
engineers, will cost approximately 
$200.000. 

Constructed in “1887, the viaduct 
had become a hazard to motorists 
because of a sharp curve near its 
summit. Many automobile crashes 
and auto-street car accidents have 
occurred there. In 1903 flood 
swept away 100 feet of the viaduct 
which was replaced by the city. 

Before construction of the via- 
duct travelers were unprotected 
from the many railroad tracks at 
that point. A shorter wooden 
“toll” bridge spanned the creek, 
having been constructed by the St. 
Clair County Turnpike. 

The wooden bridge, wide enough 
for the passage of two wagons and 
with two footpaths, was built in 
1848 when East St. Louis was 
known as Lllinoistown. It attracted 
trade to its easternmost mouth and 
the district at Second atreet and 
Broadway became the businesa cen- 
ter of East St. Louis. 

Traffic accidents were numercus 
at the crossing in the later days of 
the wooden bridge. Many siill re- 
call the aged, one-legged wetch- 
man, Matt Crosby, who stood in 
the center of the tracks and waved 
a red flag at the approach of a 
train.

SIX SOUTHWESTERN STATES

Four Companies Represented at 

Meeting Called by Kansas 
Utility Chairman.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Sepse

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11.— 
A confidential report of the inves- 
tigation made by representatives of 
the Attorney-General’s office in the 
lynching of Raymond Gunn, Ne- 
gro, at Maryville, last Jan. 15, has 


been made to Gov. Caulfield. 

Attorney-General Stratton Shar- 

tel, in a statement to a St. Louis 
newspaper which criticised his con- 
duct of the investigation, disclosed 
that the report of the investigation 
had not been made public hereto- 
fore because of wishes of the local 
community. 
“Briefly, I advise that we spent 
several weeks investigating this af- 
fair and found out the names of 
the leaders of the mob who com- 
mitted the crime,” said the Attor- 
ney-General. “The grand jury met 
‘in April and at that time we ap- 
peared before it and presented the 
‘names of the leaders of the mob. 
| We then offered to assist in exam- 
ing witnsses but our offer of as- 
| sistance was not acceptable to the 
'grand jury. 

‘In view of the local prejudice it 
was impossible to obtain an indict- 
ment.” 

Shartel said the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department had undertaken 
similar investigations in the past 
and that in every instance it has 
failed to obtain either an indict- 
ment or a conviction. 

“The failure in every instance 
has been due to local prejudice,” 
said Shartel.
